One U.S. helicopter was shot 


down and several others were 
hit. But sources said American 
gunships knocked out 
seven 


enemy medium tanks six miles 
north of Lolo after the tanks 
opened fire on the base with 
85mm cannon. 


Officers said two 150mm ar- 


tillery pieces at the base were 
slightly damaged. 


Brig. Gen. Pham Van Phu, 


commander of the 1st Infantry 
Division, said the North Viet- 
namese were moving two regi- 
ments into the region around 
the base. Asked if he thought 
they would attempt to take it, 
Phu said, "No, but they will try 
to do something south of Lolo 
and they must move some 
troops south of Lolo to defend 
Highway 914." 


Lolo is east of winding High- 


way 914, one of the main ar- 
teries of the Ho Chi Minh trail, 
and is the main operating base 
for South Vietnamese 
troops 


sweeping the westernmost sec- 
tion of the highway. 


Officers said Lolo was hit 


with about 300 rounds of 85mm 
artillery, rockets and mortars 
Sunday night and today. Initial 
reports said three South Viet- 
namese were killed and six 
wounded, but at least a score 
more wounded were unloaded 
from helicopters at Ham Nghi, 
a forward base on the border. 


Other 
South 
Vietnamese 


forces sweeping in Laos report- 
ed finding 70 North Vietnamese 
bodies Sunday about eight 
miles from the border. They 
said they apparently had been 
killed by air strikes. 


A military spokesman said 


the paratroopers also found 
four mortars, two recoilless 
rifles, 700 rounds of ammuni- 
tion for mortars and recoilless 
rifles, four field radios, seven 
telephones and 24,000 pounds of 
rice.

Russia Gains 
Firmer Grip 
on Egypt

BEIRUT. Lebanon ( A P ) — 


As some diplomats see it, the 
Soviet Union is quietly getting 
a grip on Egypt's civil and po- 
litical apparatus. 


The Russians are presumed 


the Arab-Israeli conflict would 
lessen the importance of their 
military aid to Egypt and thus 
diminish the major role they 
now play in Egyptian affairs. 
They consequently are building 
up a political power base in Eg- 
ypt that anticipates a future 
era of peace in the Middle 
East. 


The East German interior 


minister, Col. Gen. Friedrich 
Dickel, signed in January an 
agreement with Egyptian offi- 
cials providing for "full cooper- 
ation in the fields of police and 
security affairs." The two coun- 
tries agreed to exchange tech- 
nical and other information on 
security, the Cairo press re- 
ported. 


A new Egyptian police force 


made its appearance in Cairo 
early this year after a nine- 
month training program which 
included political studies con- 
ducted by the East Germans. 
Known as "security prefects," 
the new police handle every- 
thing from traffic jams to polit- 
ical espionage, according to the 
semiofficial newspaper Al Ah- 
ram. The 750 prefects roam 
Cairo day and night in two-man 
patrols, each equipped with a 
walkie-talkie radio.

Ahram 
reported 
that 


among their early successes 
were the arrest of 15 pickpo- 
ckets disguised as women and 
the apprehension of an uniden- 
tified foreign diplomat who had 
photographed a restricted mili- 
tary zone in Alexandria. 


An East German organization

is providing paramilitary 


training for Egyptian young- 
sters. 


A recent mission from the 


Czech Communist party was 
headed by the hard-line Central 
Committee secretary Vasil .Bi- 
lak.

soil for many years thus in- 
fecting tomatoes from year to 
year that are not resistant. Build 
up of the organism occurs in our 
gardens mostly because it is 
difficult to follow good rotation 
practices. Use of a resistant 
variety is the best known way to 
alleviate this problem. Another 
desirable 
characteristic 
of 


Traveler is good leaf coverage, 
thereby, protecting the fruits 
from sunscald better than most 
varieties now being grown. It is 
also a determinate type, that is 
to say, it has short internodes. 
This helps keep it within bounds 
in the garden for those that do 
not stake and space is limited.

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. 


(AP) — Frank Robinson of the 
Baltimore Orioles has added 
another view to the "deeper vi- 
sion" of managing he has ac- 
cumulated and gained the first 
plaudits of his peers in his bid 
to break baseball's last color 
line. 


Emphasizing that he is not a 


crusader in any sense, Robin- 
son became the first black to 
manage a major league club 
when he led an All-Star team to 
a 7-4 victory over the New 
York Yankees Saturday in an 
exhibition game. 


While the show undoubtedly 


was staged for purely economic 
purposes—to 
attract 
attend- 


ance—the event did carry with 
it considerable social signifi- 
cance, spotlighting as it did 
both Robinson's ambitions and 
qualifications. 


"He'd be a heck of a man- 


ager," said Dave Johnson, an 
Oriole teammmate and a mem- 
ber of Robinson's All Stars. 
"He understands people. He 
has real good temperament. He 
wants to win, and people feel 
. that and react to it." 


Robinson, however, still is in 


the process of collecting evi- 
dence. 


"Anyone wants to be and 


likes to be the first at some- 
thing," 
Robinson 
explained. 


"And I'm not going to say I 
don't want to be the first. But 
the idea is to manage—there's 
no crusade. It wasn't a crusade 
when I started and it isn't now. 


Robinson said he felt the cli- 


mate was right now for the 
naming of a black man to a 
managerial post and listed five 
owners who he felt "would be 
more inclined" to do so be- 
cause of their treatment of the 
black players on their clubs.

The Arkansas Game and Fish 


Commission headquarters at 
Perrytown has released detail 
plans for a fall and winter 
drawdown of Millwood lake. 
Paul Choate, district biologist for 
the G&F Commission, released 
the following: 


Millwood Lake, located in 


Hempstead, 
Little 
River, 


Howard and Sevier Counties in 
Southwest Arkansas, was con- 
structed by the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers for the purpose of 
flood control in the Red River 
basin. It is the aim and 
responsibility of the Arkansas 
Game and Fish Commission to 
provide good fishing as possible 
in this lake. 


Since a lake will not manage 


itself in such a way as to 
maintain a good sport fishery, 
some management by biologists 
is necessary. One of the major 
problems in such a lake as 
Millwood, due to the shallow 
water, is the aquatic vegetation. 
Then, too, the fact that the rough 
or commercial species of fish 
become a problem, the com- 
mercial fishermen are not able 
to adequately harvest the buffalo 
and carp since these species tend 
to stay in the timbered areas. 


The 
sunfish 
or 
bream 


population has begun to increase 
in number and decrease in size. 
The reason for this is that the 
bream can escape from the 
predatory species of fish (bass, 
crappie, catfish) in the vegetated 
areas of the lake.

1. Expose some 15,000 to 18,000 


acres of the lake bottom to 
winter freezes, this in turn will 
kill some of the 
existing 


vegetation that is a tremendous 
problem in Millwood Lake. 


2.' Reduce the Water volume 


and acreage to concentrate the 
commercial species, buffalo and 
carp, whereby the commercial 
fishermen can harvest them 
efficiently. 


3. Concentrate the fishes into a 


smaller volume of water, thus 
enabling the bass, crappie and 
catfish to easily catch and eat the 
small bream and shad. By this 
method the surplus of unwanted 
or undersize fish, (bream and 
shad) are fed to the predators, 
thus contributing to the site of 
said predators. 


Allow the U.S. Army Corps of 


Engineers to make certain 
repairs and improvements to 
existing public use areas. 


Fishermen are encouraged to 


use the lake while it is drawn 
down. 


Correcting stocks of fish will 


be added if needed, as recom- 
mended by the biologist in 
charge. 


Regulations 


All fishing regulations now in 


effect will be retained during the 
drawdown.

D e a r Dr. Lamb—About 


three years ago I started a 
jogging program. At first I 
could jog only one-sixth of a 
mile. I was almost unable to 
walk at times b e c a u s e of 
shin splints. Today, 1 have 
very little trouble with shin 
splints. However, occasion- 
ally my knees hurt. My ques- 
tion is: Am 1 h u r t i n g my 
body? I now jog b e t w e e n 
(our and nine miles, nonstop, 
depending on how I feel. I 
cover each mile in approxi- 
mately nine minutes. Today 
I jogged eight miles in 72 
minutes 15 seconds. I jog on 
a hard wood floor. It is not 
canted on the curves. I wear 
heel cushions in my shoes 
and two pairs of wool socks. 
I am 43 years old and in- 
clined to be fat—five feet 
eight and 165 pounds. 


Dear Reader—It is amaz- 


ing how little exercise some 
people can do when they first 
start a program and how 
they can build up to a very 
high level of activity. I am 
sure that your exercise pro- 
gram has done a lot to help 
your overall health. If you 
average six miles a day in 
one year this uses the same 
amount of calories found in 
about 50 pounds of fat. 


Any regular exercise, par- 


ticularly if it causes weight- 
bearing or jarring, contrib- 
utes to wear and tear of the 
joints. Ballet d a n c e r s get 
wear-and -1 e a r arthritis of 
the ankles, baseball pitchers 
of the elbow. You can mini-, 
mize this problem by elimi- 
nating the j a r r i n g . A soft 
track is much better than a 
hard one. I think you should 
have your knee X-rayed and 
let your doctor see if you are 
showing any signs of wear- 
and-tear arthritis. 


Walking six miles a day 


will also do a lot of the same 
things for you and is less 
likely to jar the joints or 
contribute to a r t h r i t i s in 
later years. Exercise bicy- 
cles also are useful in elimi- 
nating the jarring effects of 
jogging. 


Many men in particular 


seem to like to set records 
for themselves. It is that old 
competitive drive again. I 
am a g a i n s t it. P h y s i c s 
teaches us that to move a 
given weight a mile requires 
just as much energy whether 
it is moved fast or slow. Now 
the body is a little different 
but still the advantages you 
get from setting time rec- 
ords are far outweighed by 
the dangers it imposes, par- 
ticularly as a person gets 
older. A number of joggers 
have died from heart attacks 
by pushing t h e m s e l v e s 
against a time factor. 


A slow jog or walking will 


allow a p e r s o n to e n j o y 
pleasant surroundings. Indi- 
viduals who are overweight

Soviet Reds 
Cite Plight 
of People 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 


Communist 
party's 
Central 


Committee has called for great- 
er public discussion of local 
economic and social conditions. 
It also accused party and gov- 
ernment bodies of ignoring the 
needs and complaints of the 
working people. 


In a major economic decree 


published Sunday in Pravda, 
the party organ, the nation's 
leaders made it clear that par- 
ty officials should not take over 
government functions. 


The decree equally censured 


the Soviets—the local govern- 
ment organizations—for failing 
in their responsibility to im- 
prove 
housing 
construction 


working conditions, trading en- 
terprises and such social serv- 
ices as public transport, hospi- 
tals, sports stadiums and the- 
aters. 


In addition, the decree or- 


dered that more money be al- 
lotted to the Soviets. 


In what is believed to be a 


new notion hi Soviet economics, 
the decree said that part of the 
profits of economic organiza- 
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tions at the republic, provincial 
and regional levels must be 
transferred to the budgets of 
the district and city Soviets. 


Local government organiza- 


tions currently receive money 
from the state budget and local 
taxes. 


Published in full by Pravda 


and Saturday's edition of Iz- 
vestia, the government news- 
paper, the decree said that the 
national and provincial councils 
of ministers would take—at some 
future date—what amounts and 
froms the "revenue sharing" 
would entail. 


The Central Committee also 


called for more localized con- 
trol of collective and state 
farms as well as other econom- 
ic enterprises. 


"The Soviets," the decree 


stated, 
"should 
... 
fight 


against 
bureaucratism 
and 


achieve correct and timely im- 
plementation 
of 
proposals, 


statements and complaints of 
the working people." 


Stressing the agricultural sec- 


tor of the economy, the decree 
declared that in "a number of 
places the Soviets still do not 
show the necessary 
initiative 


and persistence for further im- 
proving the daily life of farm- 
ers."
